Dayan Grunfeld said that the prob- 
jem was an instance where the Halactia 
ust be combined with the human heart.

The Dayan spoke of the. difficulties 
facing a minister who had to take such 


action regarding the child of a powerful 
man in the Jewish community, “ who 
could make the life of a minister a 
misery " if the man’s child was refused 
admission, 

Mr. .W. Kosky (Willesden Synagogue) 
said that it was not completely practical 
or fair to put the onus on the minister. 
He was often not in attendance at the 
time when children enrolled at classes. 

Mr. L. Domb (Kingsbury) said that 


there had to be some responsibility in. 


the matter, It was a problem which 
obviously had to be dealt with in the 
eariy stages. Who but the minister could 
accept that type of responsibility, he 
asked. 

Mr. Domb supported the acceptance 
of a recommendation of the Board's 
Executive Committee, that, in compliance 
with the Chief Rabbi's ruling, it was 
the duty of the minister “to investigate 
every case in a kind and humane way. 
Were there any doubt about the child 
being a Jew the minister should at once 
consult the Chief Rabbi and Beth Din.” 

Mr. M. Cohen (Bethnal Green) said : 
*We should reject any child of mixed 
marriage. Such children are the first 
to stay away from classes. They find 
all the excuses.” 

The Rev. A. Rosenfeld (Finchley) said 
that as rules had been made regarding 
membership of synagogues, a similar 
form could be secretly directed to 
parents. “1 do not want my children 
to grow up with children not of 
Jewish parenthood, because I will suffer 
if some attraction grows up between 
these children. It is for the future of 
our pure race that we have to think of 
these things.” 

The Board decided to accept the para- 
graph of the Executive Committee.

JUDGMENT ON 
RELIGIOUS ISSUES 


Chief Rabbi’s Warning 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


warning to  Anglo-Jewish 
ministers to be wary about delivering 
religious issues Was 
made by the Chief Rabbi at the 
annual Speech Day of Jews’ College 
on Sunday. 


Dr. Brodie was addressing the Rev. 
R. W. Cymberg, a student of the Col- 
lege, upon whom he_ bestowed the 
Rabbinical Diploma. He urged Rabbi 
Cymberg and all his colleagues in the 
community not to be in any haste to 
deliver judgments in Jewish law apply- 
ing to given instances which were novel 
or complex. It was essential that they 
first check their references and quote 
their sources, and then submit their 
findings to their rabbinic elders for con- 
firmation, correction, and approval. It 
was all too easy to stumble in matters 
of Halacha, and thus mislead and con- 
fuse the views of the people. 

Rabbi Dr. I.- Epstein, Principal of 
the College, said the past year in the 
life of the College had been one of 
sowing rather than reaping. Due to the 
new regulations laid down by the Uni- 
versity. of London, which’ extended the 
B.A. degree course from two years to 
three, several of the students of the 
College had been prevented from taking 
the recent B.A. Honours examination, 
and the full results of the year’s sowing 


might therefore not be apparent for 
some time. 


Satisfactory Year 


For all that the College had no cause 
to be dissatisfied with the efforts and 


' achievements of the past year, continued 


Dr. Epstein. The total number of 
students had reached the unprecedented 
figure of 78. Two students had qualified 
during the past year for the Rabbinical 
Diploma and two for the Minister's 
Diploma and the M.A. degree of the 
University. of London. 

As assurance to the Chief Rabbi that 
the high standard of study in Jews’ Col- 
lege was already widely appreciated by. 
the community. was given by the guest 
speaker, Prof. David Daube. “‘ I suppose 
that sin hardly. exists at a Rabbinical 
College,” he went on, “ but as‘ you are 
likely to come across it in the outside 
world, I shall take as the subject of my 
address, ‘Concessions to Sin. in Jewish 
Law.’”’ And he went on to deliver a 
learned thesis incorporating such themes 
as the Biblical and Talmudic approach 
to kingship and slavery, illustrating these 
not only: with quotations: from Jewish 
law, but also: with many quotations 
from New Testament sources.

Unanswered Questions

(2) Why does not the Board allow the 
economics of free competition to regu- 
late the number of. wholesalers and 
retailers rather than concern itself with 
protecting present trade interests ? 

(3) Is there a price ring in the trade ? 

(4) Why does hindquarter meat 
remain non-kosher, thus increasing price 
and reducing quantity, when other 
countries, including Israel, have hind- 
quarters porged ?

URING the last quarter- 

century we Jews have had 

much cause to lament, but 
there are few afflictions harder to 
bear than the thought of having 
been infected with the poison of 
our enemies. Of that disease 
distressing symptoms appeared 
when (as reported on this page) the 
London Board for Jewish 
Religious Education discussed the 
problem of children of mixed 
marriages. The learned chazan of 
Finchley Synagogue, for exampic. 
was concerned lest his children 
grow up with “children not of 
Jewish parenthood ’’—~as if descent 
was more important than religious 
outlook. The reverend gentleman 
made clear the muddle in which 
he has landed himself by adding, 


“it is for the future of our. pure . 


race that we have to think of these 
things.” A claim to “pure race” 
should be far from Jewish lips. 
The repeated exposure of Nazi 
claptrap in this matter and the 
awful deeds which followed their 
pseudo-science should make a Jew. 
hesitate before talking in terms of 
race defilement, 


Another member urged that 
classes should reject “.any child of 
mixed marriages.’ ‘Enough has 
1 heard recently on_ the 
question “ Who is a Jew?” for it 
to have sunk in that the child of 
a Jewish. mother is a Jew, no 
matter what the religion of the 
father, and cannot be rejécted. 

Where the mother is the non- 


Jewish partner in a_ mixed 
marriage the position is. more 
difficult. Yet the zeal which some 


people seem to show in rooting 
out the children of such unions 
leaves a bad taste. Cases have 
been known in which parents have 
adopted subterfuges to conceal the 
fact that according to Din their 
children are not. Jewish so. that 
they should be enabled to attend 
religion classes. Subterfuges can- 
not be supported. yet does not the 
fact that a father, with the agree- 
ment of his non-Jewish ~~ wite, 
makes this extraordinary effort .to 
have his. children brought up 
Jews point to an earnestness 0% 
intention which rabbis _ and 
teachers could turn to good effect?

Dayan Grunfeld made clear his 


View that Judaism has a message 


for the world. That opinion 
impales us on a dilemma, for if we 
crerish the conviction that we have 
a message for humanity, should we 
not do something to “put it 
across’’? The question is raised 
in the July issue of “ Theology.” 
In his latest book Professor 
Reinhold Niebuhr, the eminent 
American theologian, has attacked 
Christian missions to Jews in these 
terms; “* Our analysis assumes that 
these activities are wrong, not, only 
because they are futile and have 


little fruit to boast. for their 
exertions. . They are wrong 
because the two faiths, despite 
differences, are sufficiently alike 


for the Jew to find God more 


easily in terms of his own religious 


heritage than by subjecting himself 
of

Balaam was hired to curse people, 
and those who paid age or his 
services believed in the efficacy of 
his imprecations. Nor did he have 
any scruples as to whom he cursed 
so long as he was amply rewarded 
for his efforts. 
however, when his conscience for- 
bade him to curse, and the sinner 
converted into saint would bless 
instead of curse and would eulogise 
and not defame the intended victim,

to curse Israel because Moab feared 
the growing might of Israel. One can 
read into the words the conflict between 
the sinner and the saint in Balaam, the 
oe of the pendulum between the 
m of greed and evil and the mood 
of truthfulness and picty. When we read 
the Sidra, we think it was Israel’s good 
fortune that the mood of righteousness 
within Balaam prevailed. When we 
study the story more closely, we shall 
realise that Balaam was a more effec- 
tive agent for Moab when he praised 
Israel. with lavish poems of adulation. 
Had he poured maledictions upon the 
heads. of Isracl he would have 
incurred their anger and their defiance. 
He would have stirred them to defend 
their honour and to prove their worth. 
The fault-finding critic is not the enemy 


but the real friend who evokes the best | 


from him who smarts under the criti- 
cism, The response is the determination 
to show that the critic is wrong. 
“ Faithful are the wounds of a friend; 


There were times, 


but the kisses of an enemy are impor. 
tunate.” 


AFTER Balaam had praised Israel to 
the disgust of Moab, the Sidra 
relates that he went and returned to 
his place. He was unaware of the 
disaster he had caused within Israel. He 
thought he was the saint and not the 
sinner, and with a feeling of self. 
righteousness he left for his home. 
“And Israel dwelt in Shittim.” The 
people sat back to bask in the radiance 


of the glory which had been showered 


upon them, They rested on their laurels 
and were content to enjoy the esteem 
of their admirers. The verse which 
follows immediately on the recital of 
praise tells of the tragedy of Israel in 
the days where there is no challenge, 
Israel in the age of tolerance and of ease 
falls a prey to lassitude and apathy. If 
is no longer “ Israel arose” but “ Israe] 
rested.” Our Sidra records that thé 
concomitant of comfort was assimila« 
tion. Israel was invited to the banqu 
of Moab and rejoiced when they hear 
themselves “ toasted.” Then, in order 
to hear further praise, they attended 
the feasts in honour of Baal 

Here Israe) drank in the praises ta 
themselves, but courtesy demanded that 
they raise their glass to the glory of 
the idol. 


FSTORY sadly tells that the age of 


ease is often the age of the peril 
for the Jew. Sometimes the age of 
persecution has been the safest guaran- 
tee for Israel’s survival. The glory of 
Jewish history will be attained only 
when we can utilise emancipation, ease, 


and tolerance as opportunities: for ful-: 


filment. Praise must be deserved, and 
if it comes we must humbly strive tq 
merit it. The next phase. of our history 
must be the struggle to win iheoush 
ease as we have emerged triumphantly 
through anguish, This is our greatést 
challenge.

“CONFERENCE OF MIZRACHI 
WOMEN, 


Preserving Orthodoxy in Israel

An appeal to the Mizrachi Women’s 
Organisation of Great Britain and 


Ireland to assist their menfolk in safe-. 


guarding and striving for the cause of 
religion in Israel was made last week | 
by Rabbi Dr. S. Rosenberg, a former. 
Israeli Deputy Minister for Social 
He was speaking at the 
opening session of the organisation's 
13th annual conference, held at 
Selby’s Restaurant, Hanover Street, 
W.1 


Although the Mizrachi women, by 
establishing children’s homes. and nur- 
series in the Jewish State, were helping 
to mould the future generations. of 
Israelis, they must not ignore present 
problems, he said. More urgent than 
the current Cabinet crisis was the prob- 
lem of. religious life orientation. 

During the. Wednesday discussion 


session the Chairman, Mrs. H. Landy, © 
rejected a suggestion from the. floor that: 


*“ mixed ’’ groups be set up, primarily 
as a means of inducing. younger women 
to join the movement, ‘* We already 
have two Mizrachi organisations,” she 


said, “and we do not wish to create’ 


a third.” One delegate declared that she 
was opposed even to the idea of joint 
activities, because too many of the men 
were inclined to go hatless. (Cries came 
from the floor of “ Not Mizrachi men, 
surely !’’) | | 

A recommendation from a delegate 
that a resolution be passed suggesting 
that the World Mizrachi Movement 
change its designation from “ religious 


Party” to “traditional: party” was - 


unanimously rejected; on the ground that 
such a move could have dangerous 
repercussions. 

Mrs. Landy said that 1958 had been 
“an exceptionally good year” in the 
annals of the Mizrachi Women. The 
organisation had overcome the initial 
difficulty of establishing Homes in Israel 
—Homes which were among .the finest 
and most successful in the State—and 
the work of consolidation could now 
begin. Membership numbered over 3,000, 
while four new groups (in Clapton, 
Ilford, Sunderland, and Wembley) had 
been established during the past year. 

Reporting that the year’s fund-raising 
had. realised £32,000, Mrs. B. Webber, 
Joint Treasurer, stated. that that income, 
nevertheless, was insufficient to cover the 
organisation’s various. projects. ._Money 
was still required for the building and 
maintenance of. the Fanny Williams 
Créche and.

“JEWISH YOUTH 
DRIFTING ”

Two-thirds of Anglo-Jewish youth 
aged between 13 and 21 years— 
have no proper links with Judaism 
and are “whirling around all the 
time” without purpose and direction, 
This. was stated by Mr. Henry Shaw, 


Director of Hillel ‘House, London, - 


when he addressed a meeting of the 
Zionist Federation Synagogue Council 
at Great Russell Street, W.C., 
recently. | 
,, This age group, which he described as 

an amorphous one,’ comprised young 
people of all classes, he said, They had 
a common factor—an “utter mal-educa- 
tion in the Jewish sense.” Their Jewish 
education had either been non-existent 
or had started at the age of ten and 
ended at 13 

Mr. Shaw, whose subject was“ Whither 
Anglo-Jewish Youth?”’ said that he had 
discussed this topic with the more jntel- 
ligent young people of this group, some 
of them university students, and they had 


replied: “ Why -should) we take an 


interest in the Jewish community when 
all we hear is abuse from one person to 
another or one group to another.” Mr. 
Shaw said that these people regarded 
the reports about the Board of Deputies 
or the prices of kosher meat and other 
topics as “a lot of piffle and claptrap.” 
They said: “We are not interested at 
all. 


Communal Leaders Blamed 


Mr, Shaw estimated that there were 
about 15,000 young people belonging to 

outh. groups in the community, but 

clonging to such groups did not mean 
that they were commitied to the Jewish 
community and to Judaism as were mem-s 
bers of Bnei Akivah or Habonim, or 
even the Liberal Synagogue groups, To 
the majority belonging to i clubs 
meant only that they had good facilities 


and a good social atmosphere, Even 


among club leaders in this group, one 
could not find more than one or two 
who had any interest in Judaism or in 
Israel or, indeed, in anything whatsoever 
except that football must not be played 
on the Shabbat—and that was only 
because this restriction was “ laid down 
in the constitution.” 

Mr, Shaw blamed the authorities in 
the United Synagogue sphere for not py: 
ing the right lead to young people, 
Reform Synagogue had, he said, gone out 
of its way to attract young people, Their 
ministers went out and mixed with the 
people, and in the Reform youth organi- 
sations one never heard people abused 
—no one called them “ empty-heads ” or 
dunderheads.” 

The growth of Reform youth ni- 
sations had created havoc in North-West 
London. It was, however, remarkable, 
that persons in the Reform clubs were 
showing a really live interest in Israel 
and were increasingly traditional in their 


approach, 
_ Mr, Shaw forecast that the “ com- 
mitted groups,” such as Ezra, would 
become stronger in the future because 
young people of intelli wanted con- 
structive guidance and authority rather 
than the “wishy-washy” type of 
of United synagogue ministers.

DEPARTURE 


No Criticism of 
Anglo-Jewry

Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann denied last 
week that his departure for America 
was symptomatic of the lack of 
opportunities for the rabbinate in this 
country. 
Speaking at a farewell reception in 
his honour given by the Society for 
Jewish Study at Hillel House, London, 
he said: “I am leaving without an 
tinge of criticism of Anglo-Jewry. If 
I leave the rabbinate of this country it 
does not mean I have found fault with 
the rabbinate.”” He added humorously 
“perhaps the rabbinate bas found fault 
with me, 

“It does not mean’ that I have 
anything to criticise. It simply means 
that I am in love with Jewish scholar- 
ship, and that America has offered 
me an opportunity of single-minded 
research and teaching.” 

He hoped that very few rabbis would 
follow his example and that they would 
continue to serve the Jewish community 
of this country. 

Britain’s Humanity 

It gave him a very deep. spiritual 
satisfaction, Dr. Altmann said, to feel 
that the years which he had spent in this 
country should have been blessed with 
4 measure of success, in that the little 
which he had tried to do had. met 
with so much appreciation. .He had 
come here from. Germany and he was 
now leaving for America. “I found 
refuge in this country,” he added; “ and 
it is entirely due to the humanity which 
this country represents that my family 
and I were’ saved from the holocaust 


and were able to be transplanted to 


this country.” : 
Dr. E. J.. Cohn, Chairman of the 
Society, presided. | 
~ Adding. his tribute, Mr. Hugh Harris, 
Hon. Secretary of the Society, said that 
no organisation was better qualified than 
theirs to express’ on behalf. of Anglo- 
Jewry: their. wholehearted gratitude. to 
Dr. Altmann for. his devoted services 
to learning and. scholarship. Their 
Society took particular pride. in com- 
bining within its fellowship all who 
sought disinterestedly for truth, what- 
ever might be their. individual 
allegiances to patticular groups, sections, 
Or parties.

Dr. Binder ‘said that. the modern 
Jewish music movement in America was 
about a half a century old. A Jewish 
Music Weck was. organised in 1945 by 
Dr. Bernard Carp, under the auspices 
of the National Jewish Music. Council 
of the National Jewish Welfare Board, 
and. had. now. become internationally 
observed as “* Jewish Music Festival.” 

The Council had grown since it was 
founded in 1944 from 29. affiliates to 
approximately 80 members representing 
national Jewish organisations, — local 


communities, and Jewish music counc: 


ils, 
The Council, said Dr. Binder, had 
aided communities in sponsoring 
festival observances and in conducting 


music events. Wihle, he stressed, the 
Jewish music festival climaxed the work 
of the Council, it was only a part of 
a year-round plan, the aim of which 
was the stimulation of an interest jn, 


and appreciation of, Jewish music and 


Jewish composers. It had, by universal 
agreement, become a significant factor 
in —— an abiding love of. and 
interest. in, Jewish music and Jewish 
composers. The Council’s efforts had 
resulted. in the organisation of scores 
of local Jewish music councils. 

Dr. Binder said that England had 
always been known as the Bible- and 
choral-loving country. Their great 
choral societies and festivals were 
known throughout the world. It seemed 
rather strange, therefore, that some of 
this great choral tradition did not serve 
as an example for the Jewish communi- 
ties of Great Britain. 

“The retention,” stressed Dr. Binder, 
“of our musical tradition in. the svna- 
gogue in its purest forms, unpolluted 
by cheap tunes and Western harmonies, 
is the. goal of the synagogue composer 
of today. There is no reason at all 
why the great: Jewish community of 
England cannot take its place side by 


side. with the synagogue music-con- 


scious communities in the world. 
Thanking the lecturer, Mr. Cousin 
said the choirmasters had been contends 
ing with difficulties which were crowing 
to such an extent, that some of them 
felt that they must do something to 
arrest the decay, and he referred to the 
difficulty of finding choristers who coula 
sing well, read music, and attend 
Sabbath and Festival services. It was 
a difficulty which, he said, was becoming 
increasingly acute every year. ‘They 
ought:to have some sort of music centre 
where. they could do. somcthing to 
advance Jewish music. He recalled that

In the life of the large majority of 
modern Jews the bulk of Jewish law 
had ceased to be operative. Examples 
were the almost complete violation. of 
the Sabbath, the widespread ignoring of 
Jewish divorce laws, of woman's ritual 
pany of the mikva, and of the dietary 
aws. 

What, asked Rabbi Freehof, should 
Orthodoxy do with such a fact, except 
to bemoan it? ‘““We cannot expect 
Orthodox leadership to seek a way. of 
easing what the majority of Jews of 
the modern world have found burden- 
some, That would no longer be Ortho- 
doxy. Orthodox rabbis tend, on the 
contrary, to take the opposite alterna- 
tive; the curious psychology of being 
stricter than ever.” 

Rabbi Freehof referred to the need 
for Reform Judaism to grope towards 
a new definition of authority and reve- 
lation; otherwise, its form of Judaism 
would degenerate into mere convenient 
construct of wilfully chosen observances, 
in which the will of God was only meta- 
phorically present, but in which there 
was really no such thing as: a com: 
mandment. 

Of one thing the movement was ceér- 
tain. That whatever the authority the 
Halacha had for them, it was. certainly 
Only a selective one. . 

No question -among the 


responsa concerned the mixing of meat 
and milk; the selling of leaven io a

among large numbers of other Jews, 
Some Reform leaders regretted that 
they could not, in conscience, accept 
the classic doctrine of the Divine source 
of rabbinic law. They felt that its 
acceptance would lead to a stronger 
sense of obligation and duty in reli- 
gious life. Yet even granting it were 
philosophically and psychologically pos- 
sible to restore faith in that doctrine, it 
would be a two-edged sword. It would 
make it easier to obey, but tragic when 
life would compel a disobedience. 
Even from the historical point of view 
they could not be confident that a belief 


-in the authoritativeness of the Oral Law 


would tend to increase the observance of 
it. To the Reformists, the law was a 
human product, developed by devoted 
minds who dedicated their best effort to 
answering the question ‘* What doth the 
Lord require of thee? ” 

“ The law is authoritative enough to 
influence us but not so complete as to 
control us. The rabbinic law 
guidance, but not our governance. 
Reform responsa are not directive, but 
advisory,” said Rabbi Freehof.: He 
added: ‘“‘ Generally the law is searched 
for such opinion as can conform with 
the realities of life. If no such answer 
can be found, it is so stated, and then 
the law must take its chance in the 
struggle with life.” 

Leading the 
Goudeket. (Curacao) said: “‘ We are 
confronted with the question of what 
to do with our Judaism and how to 
express it, and how to live Jewish.” It

On those issues, 
how far, he asked, could a central rab- 
binical council go? It could only 
guide on religious practice. He did not 
expect immediate results from a forma- 
tion of some kind of Liberal Sanhedrin. 

The Rev. B. Hooker (Birmingham) 
declared that it ~was a waste of time 
discussing the development of new lists 
of responsa if they were unable to 
enforce such development. They must 
concentrate on the basic need to develop 
among Jews the ability of people to: 


- decide for themselves. 


Rabbi M.° Miller (South — Africa) 
endorsed a suggestion that the World 
Union should discuss seriously the for- 
mation of a committee at world level 
to find ways and means of establishing 
a guide to religious practice. That 
would be in line with similar work being 
done in the movement both in America 
and in South Africa. 


“PRACTICAL AUTHORITY” 


Rabbi Freehof agreed that they were 
moving towards the establishment of a 
constitution—towards source. of 
authority. But. he stressed that the 
Jewish people themselves were the prac- 
tical. authority for three-quarters of 
Jewish law. , 

Another delegate said that if they 
allowed authority to take control they 
would destroy. the liberty for which 
they stood. . Provided a person carried 
out the principles of Judaism, what did 
it matter what the ritual was? 

The Rev. J. D. Rayner. felt. that the 
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movement had not got a clear philo- 
sophy of its relationship with the 
Halacha. There was much to be said 
for an international rabbinic council 
with certain provisos. But the time b I 
not yet arrived for the inception of such 
a council. First, there must be some 
theological spring-cleaning and claritica- 


tion of their relationship with the 
Halachic code. The nature of such a 
council must be advisory and there . 


should be no desire for uniformity ,.no 
legislation concerning ritual practices. 

there was tighting talk from the only 
woman to take part in this debate—Miuss 
Royalton Kisch—who declared: “I do 
not want to be organised spiritually or 
have my spiritual leaders organise my 
Jay activities. . . .

Race hatred, he declared, must be 
ousted from man’s heart and soul if 
Western civilisation was to survive. 

What, he asked, should be the position 


of Jews when they found themselves in. 


a community in which there was racial 
bitterness ? Should they conform to 
the general pattern, should they protest, 
or should they adopt an attitude of 
silence in the hope that the problem 
somehow disappear if it were 
not talked about ? Some 250,000 Jews, 
2 per cent of the total population of 
the Southern States of the U.S.A., 
included among them a small proportion 
of courageous integrationists. f 
course, to maintain such. an. attitude 
was .to invite misunderstanding, boy- 
cotting of businesses, and perhaps 
bodily harm. There was a tiny element 
which agreed with the segregationists. In 
between, the vast majority of Jews in the 
South had adopted a- policy of silence. 
Most of them were dubious about the 
morality of segregation, but fear of 
unpopularity, . boycotting, and sociai 
ostracism had driven them into- silence. 
Fearfully they. pointed to synagogue 
bombings as the result of a stand taken 
against the segregation © of 
negroes, Despite the lessons of history, 
those Jews felt that antisemites could 
be placated and won over to a pro- 
Jewish attitude if. nothing was said 
about the issue. publicly. 


BATTLE FOR DECENCY 


There was, of course, a time. to be 
silent, but there was also-a time to 
speak, said Rabbi Mark. The souls of 


many were being tried in these difficult 


times. “ We Jews are not alone in the 
-battle for a more decent world. Our 
place should not, however, be in the 
rear hut in the forefront of those who 
are struggling to establish the kind of 
society wherein all men, created in 
God’s image, will recognise that. they 
are brethren, so that, one in spirit and 
one in fellowship, they may be forever 
united before the Most High.” 

So long as any human being was per- 
secuted, the Jew would be victimised by 
Man’s inhumanity to Man. 
test against evil will remain the Jew’s 
destiny,” said the speaker. “So long 
as justice and fdir dealing are denied 
to any man, antisemitism will rear its 
head.’ 

The discussion was led by Mrs. H. 
Woolf (South Africa), but she did not 
follow the advice of Rabbi Mark. She 
refrained from referring to apartheid in 
her country or of the Jewish attitude 
towards it. 

When the conterence discussed the 
problem of the practical and ethical 
relations of Jews with Germans, it was 
felt generally that. there must be an 
acceptance of the present position. 

Dr. Herman L. Goldschmidt (Switzer- 


land), the main speaker, declared that 


there was no crime that barred repent- 
ance nor any repentance that they were 
not called upon to welcome with love. 
* Though we must not obscure the 
crimes committed, the horror of which 
still lies beyond the power of words, we 
must not deny the possibility of a genuine 
change of heart in the very midst cf 
the abyss of crime,” he said. ? 


‘After what has happened we ought - 


to have broken. with the Germans 
utterly,” said Dr. Goldschmidt. On the 
other hand, he added, they should not 
consider Jewish life in Germany today 
as deplorable. ‘We might see in it 
the old Jewish faith in humanity and 
confidence in the future, overcoming all 
the pronouncements of reason.” Jews 
were again living in Germany and thev 
had not only to accept that fact but 
must bring themselves to approve it. 
The situation was clarified in that those 
Jews no longer called themselves 
“German Jews” but considered them- 
selves as “ Jews in Germany.” | 


REPENTANT GERMANS 


The discussion was opened by Mr. 
Geoffrey Phillips (Eire), who said there 
were definite signs of repentance and 
hope among the Germans, and he 
quoted the “ unprecedented” effect of 
the book and the play “ The Diary of 
Anne Frank” upon the Germans. 

. Mle suggested that the World Union, 
in conjunction with other Jewish bodies 
in Germany, set up an organisation to 


combat the remaining vestiges of anti- 


semitism there.

“ Therefore, what we want of 
Christians is not to make them Jews, 
but to hope that all Gentiles would 
become good Christians.” 

The Rev. Herbert Richer 
urged that great attention be paid in 
future activities to encouraging the 
hundreds of thousands of Jews deeply 
ingrained with Jewish background and 
tradition, but who were not 100 per cent 
Orthodox, to join the Progressive Move- 
ment 

The real strength of the movement, 
he said, depended largely on those who 
came into Progressive Judaism already 
in possession of an intense Jewish back- 
round. “We have room for others 

ut we want the unconvinced in addition 


to, and not instead of, those who cin- 


add to our. streneth.”’ 


RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL 


Mr. Richer then spoke of the need to 
‘remove the “taint. and stigma”. sur- 
rounding Progressive Judaism that the 


movement bore no real relationship with 


Israe’ 

.° We must, in this country, remove 
this taint. and stigma once and for all, 
We must state that Israel and its. life 
and culture essential and 
important place in Progressive Judaism.” 
Surely, he urged, the World Union 
could have some permanent. centre, even 
if only. a reading-toom, in Israel, He 
also advocated that ministers and lay 
leaders of the movement should be 
afforded the opportunity of visiting 
Israel, and that students should be 
encouraged to take part of their training 


in Israel. That should be made.a con-— 


dition of their training. 
‘This would result in the removal 


of the smear which prevents many from 


joining us,” he added. 

Mr. Richer urged that the movement s 
leaders work to. bring about unity 
between all the non-Orthodox Jewish 
religious movements of the world. He 
felt there was a parity between them. 
* Labels deceive: no one except those 
whose eyes are shielded by blinkers to 
prevent them looking sideways.” 

Several times during the conference 
speakers had referred to “ confusion ” 
in the movement over principles. Rabbi 
A. . Miller. (London) mentioned this 
again, and said that they were confused 
because they had not yet formulated a 
way of living. He also criticised the 
movement for being “Too intellectual.’ 
and he asked, ‘are we ruling out the 
simple faith, the ordinarypeople who 
are not gifted in these 
matters?”

RATIONALE 


DR. SOLOMON FREEHOF'S 
address to the World Union for 
Progressive Judaism may mark an 
important turning point in the 
development of Judaism in_ the 
Diaspora. In, the past Reform 


leaders laid emphasis on prophetic | 


teaching as expressing the essence 
of Judaism: ritual and law were 
in their view no longer attuned to 
tha needs of the times. In conse- 
quence most ceremonial practices 
were abrogated and the authority 
of Halacha was denied. Of late, 
meg particularly in America, 
as become increasingly aware of 
the importance of ceremonial in 
Jewish life, and some of its spokes- 
men are secking a rationale which 
will enable them to give their 


adherents the guidance they seek: 


Without accepting observances 
which, as Dr. Freehof pointed out, 
have ceased to be operative for 
many modern Jews. “Reform, ’ 
he 'said, “is groping towards a new 
appreciation of the Jewish legal 
tradition.” A reorientation on the 
part of Progressive Judaism is 
unlikely to be an 
consequence of these observations 
by the new President of the World 
Union, for in the Reform move- 
ment the principle of congrega- 
tional sovereignty is _ strongly 
entrenched. What- is encouraging, 
however, is that rabbis take lay- 
men into their confidence and 
discuss frankly the uncertainties 
besetting them as they search for 
answers on these vital issues. 
This readiness to discuss 


religious issues. contrasts with the. 


atmosphere of conformity which it 
is often sought to enforce in this 
country. The meaning of revela- 
tion, authority in Jewish Law, the 
relation of ritual to ethics, are 


questions no less yrgent for 
Orthodox than for. Progressive 
Jews. Yet local ‘religious leaders 


show enthusiasm. at the 
prospect of. their discussion. The 
latest. expression of a _ brooding 
fear of possible non-conformist 
views 1s to be found in the remarks 
which the Chief Rabbi addressed 
at Jews’ College Speech Day to a 
newly qualified rabbi. The 
rabbinical diploma (hattarat 
haroeh) is literally “ permission to 
decide,” but Dr. Brodie chose. to 
warn his new colleague (for such 
he is) to submit his judgments to 
his “rabbinic elders for confirma- 
tion, correction, and = approval.” 
If such injunctions be necessary, 
what authority. is the rabbinical 
title supposed to confer? « Of 
course; a rabbi, young or old, 
should have the mawurity of mind 


which tells him when consult 


his colleagues; but what the 
English rabbinate needs is men 


who have the courage to face up 


to the difficult religious problems 
which contemporary iiving 
presents, not functionaries _who 
will cushion’ themselves against 
those problems by referring to 
higher authority. To the extent 
that they show just this confron- 
tation the discussions at the 
World Union 
Judaism are to be commended, not 
least to that great majority of 


Anglo-Jewry which is___ not 
committed to its standpoint. 
HAIFA RIOTS 

THE riots in Haifa will, no 


doubt, occasion. serious heart- 
searching in Israel. The problem 
of Israel’s undigested Oriental slum 
population has been -growing in 
seriousness from year to year. 
Crowded into abandoned Arab 
houses, hastily built tenements, and 
immigrant camps, delinquency ‘s 
rife among this section of the 
population. It is understandable 
that this should be so, for these 
immigrants have lost their old 
patriarchal-religious way of life 
without yet adjusting themselves to 
the pattern of Western civilisation 


in Israel. Among this group 
there are widespread, though 
generally unfounded, suspicions 


that they are discriminated against 
because of their slightly darker 
colour and their origin, and they are 
frustrated by their inability to com- 
pete with the better educated and 
more capable European Jews. 
Unfortunately there has been little 
frank discussion of these problems, 


immediate | 


Progressive 


and, consequently, little positive 
action to deal with them. Time itself 
cannot be relied upon to find an 
automatic solution to social 
problems of this kind, and the 
ap»ointment of distinguished 
commission of inquiry into the 
disturbances is, therefore, to be 
welcomed. It is to be hoped that 
the commission wiil not confine 
itself solely to the outbreak but will 
encourage fresh thinking and 


policies on the underlying cause of. 


which the riot was but an effect. 


OTTO WARBURG 


To-MORROW falls the centenary 
of the birth of Professor Otto 
Warburg, the celebrated botanist, 
who took the helm of the World 
Zionist Organisation during the 
anticlimactic period between the 
death of Herzl and the outbreak 
of the First World War. The fact 
that he lived in Germany deprived 
him of the opportunity of partici- 
pating in the negotiations which 
secured international recognition 
for the Zionist cause, and thus, of 
all Herzl’s outstanding collabo- 
rators, few are so little Known. 
Otto Warburg was brought up in 
an assimilated milieu. His 
scientific work caused him to 
travel in the East, and his associa- 
tion with Zionism had its origins 
in practical colonisation. work. 
Warburg was first elected a dele- 
gate to a Zionist Congress in 1903, 
and in 1911 he succeeded David 
Wolfsohn as _ President. Tir 
practical bent of his outlook had 
a controversial flavour ‘at that 
period, but at this distance of 
time Zionists will. remember grate- 
fully the devoted services of one 
who patiently sowed, well content 
that others should reap. 


AVIGDOR SCHOOL 


REGRETTABLE though it is, the 
recommendation of the L.C.C, 


Education Committee that State. 
aid be withdrawn from _ the 
Avigdor Secondary School ts 


the inevitable consequence of the 
reckless. policies pursued by the 
Board of Governors. The school 
received the support of a wide 
cross-section of London. Jewry, 
and State aid was thought to have 
assured its permanent existence 
and a high level. of. scholastic 
attainment. A. clause in its 
constitution, however, gives to Dr. 


Schonfeld the right to remove 
two-thirds of its governors at 
will, and when began _his 


campaign to remove the Head- 
master only the third appointed by 
the L.C.C. were disposed to resist 
a course of action the disastrous 
conclusion of which was obvious 
from the beginning. The school 
has never recovered from the jolt 
given to it by that episode, and 
now, after much patient considera- 
tion, the Education Committee has 
come to the conclusion that the 
further expenditure of public 
money cannot be justified. The 
proposal to discuss the educational 
requirements of the | Jewish 
community with the Chief Rabbi 
and the London Board suggests 
dissatisfaction on the part of the 
L.C.C. with the constitution and 
methods of the Jewish Secondary 
Schools Movement. Is it too late 
for the governing body of. the 
movement which has had so fine 


a record to put its house in order? - 


CHAZANUT 


IF anything proves the necessity 
of the kind of effort represented 
by Dr. Binder’s address to the 
chazanim and choirmasters last 
week, it is the reaction of the 
member of his audience who felt 
it necessary to protest in the name 
of “the traditional school of 
chazanut.” Quite apart from the 
operatic extravagances, amusingly 
portrayed by a recent contributor, 
what is regarded as _ traditional 
chazanut is usually found to 
amount to nothing more than what 
a particular individual recalls from 
his youth, irrespective of its anti- 
quity or place of origin. 
is Suspect and, of course, heretical. 
Dr. Binder rightly pointed to the 
steps taken in the United States 
to investigate the origins of Jewish 
music and to ,commission new 
works. Both steps are necessary 
to the maintenance of a living 
tradition, and his challenge to the 
Anglo-Jewish community to share 
in these tasks should not be 
ignored. It is to be hoped that the 
Jewish Music Advisory Council 
which is to be formed will 
encourage this development and 
will receive the support of the 
community.

I fully understand, of course, what. is 
called the element of emotionalism 1m 
this matter, But ‘the facts should be 
clearly seen. One may be against arms, 


against arms industry, against militarism 


(Jewish as well as German or any other), 
against Statehood, and against a Jewish 
State. But if one accepts these things, 
as most people and the rebellious parties 
do, then one has also to swallow. the 
fundamental issues of raison d'Etat. 

Intellectual honesty demands not to 
let the character of the deal be. dis- 
torted. But this is done if it is described 


as “atming of Germany: by Israel.” | 


One is astonished to see this matter 
represented as if it were the equivalent 
of the United States arming Formosa, 
the: Soviet Union arming Nasser, or 
Britain sending arms to Iraq, or France 
to Israel. Is it not evident that this 
case belongs to a completely different 
category? It is childish and ridiculous 
to assume that Western Germany, one 
of the most developed industrial powers 
of the world and a member of Nato, 
could not obtain small arms from ‘other 
sources. In this case clearly the whole 
advantage is on Israel’s side. 

One can believe the spokesmen of the 
German. Government when they said 
that the deal with Israel was concluded 
‘in the benevolent intention not to dis- 
criminate against Israel under any 
circumstances.” Therefore,. they say, 
they accepted the Israeli offer when it 
was made. It is clear that Israel has 
not done a favour to Germany but the 
other way round. It was in conformity 
with the policy of. Western Germany to 
help Israel whenever it can, as part of 
its desire to atone for the Nazi injuries 


-as far as is humanly feasible.

and women who for some reason have 
missed their vocation, but who, with 
the requisite training, would make good 
teachers.

WHEN BRITAIN LED 
WORLD. . 


By F. G. STONE 


Since its formation ten years geo 
the member-States of the Council of 
Europe. have serially undertaken 
exhibitions designed to show “ow 
the great European artistic move- 
ments have, in spite of national and 
religious differences, been inter- 
dependent and have helped to form 
the single culture we know.” This 
year it is Britain’s turn and the sub- 
yect is The Romantic Movement. 
which occupies twelve rooms at the 
Tate and the gallery of the Arts Coun- 


~cil, who have organised it. 


The Tate rooms have been beauti- 
fully transformed by Mr. Ralph Hol- 
land, whose training as an architect and 
as an art historian has doubly fitted him 
to show what can be done even on a 
Foreign Office shoestring. (But 1 deplore 
the present tendency to remove the seat- 
ing in the cause of purity of design.) 
And the galleries and collectors of 
Europe and America have lent royally. 
To see all these pictures at any other 
time you would. have to travel thousands 
of miles and carry volumes of letters 
of introduction. | 

Romanticism was. a good subject to 
take, for Turner .and Constable gave 
Britain the temporary. leadership 
European painting, as Henry Moore has 
done in sculpture today. One of the 
treasures 1s Delacroix’s immense 
Massacre at Chios,”" from the Louvre, 
so hung that you can see for yourself 
what he did or did not repaint after 
seeing Constable. 

No doubt feeling that romanticism 


was too wide a subject, the. organisers 


have set a period, from 1780 to 1848, 
as the ov of the romantic move- 
ment, and have’ made no. atiempt to 
define romanticism. 

Oddities abound, like the anti-roman- 
tic realism of Daumier’s * Refugees,” 


Ramboux’s architectural drawings, and — 


Stubbs’s anatomical ones, and Ingre’s 
* La Petite Baigneuse,” from the Louvre 
——a classical painting if ever there was. 
But there are also surprises that one 
can enjoy without any feeling that they 
have no right there, such as a small 
bronze lent by the Musée Carnavaiet in 
Pars. It is by. Jeanne-Pierre Dantan 


and it represents Liszt playing the piano. 


His hair covers his shoulders, below 
which he wears Only a loincloth and 
sword. 

The pictures are arranged according to 
their themes, and the whole exhibition 
is handed to Turner in Room 2, where 
the subject is Light. The Cleveland and 
Boston museums have lent “ The Burn- 
ing of the Houses. of. Parliament” and 
** The Slave Ship.” . Turner’s great vision 
of light based. on. nature makes the 
rooms of pastoral, Italianate, and moun- 
tainous landscape -that follow seem 
pedestrian, and makes most. of the free 
abstract - paintings that are now the 
fashion seem jejune.

DEVELOPMENT JEWISH LAW 


TIVE years have now passed 
since the Conservative Rabbi- 


nate of America adopted a 
new form of the Ketuba. While 
at the beginning it was violently 
attacked by the Orthodox Rabbi- 
nate, the storm has subsided and 
the public at large has accepted the 


form, at least within the Conserva- 


tive movement. What is this form 


and what was the motivation 
behind it? 
The Ketuba is the document 


given to the bride at the marriage 
ceremony and contains a list of 
the obligations which the husband 
assumes toward his wife. In 
addition, the husband pledges that 
in the event of his death or his 
divorcing his wife, he or his estate 
will pay a settlement of a minimum 
of two hundred zuzim, and return 
her dowry. 

The purpose of the Ketuba is 
obvious. While in Talmudic times, 
the prevailing opinion was that the 
husband could divorce his wife 
practically at will, this was true 
only in theory. In practice, the 
obligations enumerated jin the 
Ketuba protected the wife and dis- 


couraged the husband from divorce. 


Divorce. Payment 
The wife, if divorced, was not 


dismissed empty handed, while the 


necessary payments acted as a 
deterrent upon the husband. The 
sum of two hundred zuzim, while 
insignificant today (a zuz equals 
about Is.), was of greater 
consequence in ‘Talmudic times, 
According to Professor Salo. W. 
Baron for this amount one could 
buy two’ slaves or a one-family 
house. 

Today, the Ketuba, outside the 
State of Israel, is a formality 
because the secular courts decide 


on the measure of a husband's

obligations in case of a divorce. 
There is an area, however, where 
the Ketuba could cease to be a 
formality and become a help in 
protecting the rights of the Jewish 
woman. 

The Law, since Rabbenu 
Gershon (tenth century), is that the 
consent of both parties is neces- 
sary in order to issue a get. How- 
ever, where the wife is recalcitrant, 
or incapacitated; there are means 
by which the husband can, none- 
theless, issue the get.. But no such 
remedy is possible where the hus- 
band is the recalcitrant party. 


Hardship Cases 


This has resulted in many untold 
hardships for the woman. The 
most frequent cases have been 
those in which the marriage has 


been dissolved by civil action. Very 


often it has been most difficult to 
convince the husband to grant a 
Jewish divorce, the get. Cases of 
extortion have been common. At 
times. the husband’s sheer mean- 
ness and vengefulness lead him to 
deny a get. In these cases, the 
woman either becomes. an Aguna, 
doomed toa life of loneliness, or 
defies Jewish law and ‘remarries 
without a get. Es 

To remedy this situation the Con- 
servative Rabbinate adopted a new 
Ketuba. The “ newness ” consists 
of. a clause added to the Ketuba 
which reads as follows: 


“And in solemn. assent to 


their mutual responsibilities of 


love, the bridegroom and bride 
have declared: As evidence of 
our desire to enable each other 
to live in accordance. with the 
Jewish law of marriage through- 
out our lifetime, we, the bride 
bridegroom, attach our sig- 
natures to

this. Ketuba, 
hereby agree to recognise the 


counsel us in the light of Jewish 
tradition which requires husband 
and wife to give each other 
complete love and devotion, and 
to summon either party at the 
request of the other, in order to 
enable the party so requesting to 
live in accordance with — the 
standards of the Jewish Law of 
marriage throughout his or her 
lifetime. We authorise the Beth 
Din to impose such terms of 
compensation as it may see fit 
for failure to respond to its 
Summons or to carry out its 
decision.” 


This clause was drawn up on 
behalf of the Joint Conference of 
Jewish Law by the renowned 
Talmudic scholar, Professor Saul 
Lieberman. The Joint Conference 
was formed by the Jewish Theo- 
logical Seminary of America 
(which trains Conservative rabbis) 
and the Rabbinical Assembly of 
America, an organisation consist- 
ing of about seven hundred Con- 
servative rabbis. 


Husband’s Promise 


According to this clause the 
husband undertakes to comply 
with the. decision of the Beth 
Dia if it requires him to. grant 
a get. Failure to do so constitutes 
a breach actionable in the courts 
of law. The counsel of noted 


American jurists was sought in the * 


matter and they advised that such 
a promise will be upheld in the 
civil courts. 

That the clause is of value has 
already been proved. First of all 
in the files of the National (Gpn- 
Beth Din there are 
duplicates of 15,000 of these 
Ketubot which have beeh used in 
solemnising marriages, and no one 
has questioned the validity of these 
marriages. Secondly, in the over 
one hundred difficult divorce cases 
that were brought before the 
National Beth Din, of which about 


Ketuba, the cases that involved 
the new Ketuba were settled with 
the least difficulty. Whenever the 
parties heard that refusal might 
result in court litigation, consent 
was secured immediately. 
What was the basis of the objec- 
tion of the Orthodox and Reform 
rabbis? The Reform rabbinate 
have abolished the Ketuba, and do 
not require a. get. They have 
advised members of the Reform 
rabbinate not to officiate at a 
wedding where the new Ketuba is 
used, because it would obligate the 
couple to abide by the traditional 
Jewish marriage law, an obligation 
to which they do not. wish to be a 
party. 

Within the Conservative move- 
ment itself, objections were raised 
that the new Ketuba does not fo 


far enough. The law, they claim, 


should simply give the woman the 
same right fo initiate divorce pro- 
ceedings as jt gives to the husband. 
Otherwise, we create more prob- 
lems than we solve. The majority 
would not accept this plan, because 
it could not be validated according 
to the accepted Halachic principles. 
The most violent objection, how- 
ever, came from. the Orthodox 
rabbinate. They called it harmful 
to the sanctity of Jewish life and a

disastrous disavowal of the prin- 


ciples of Jewish Law, a wanton 
destruction of an ancient fori. 
These charges have no founda- 
tion.  Halachically, there is no 
valid objection as to the sanctity of 
the form, or the text; it is well 
known that changes have © been 
made in the past and are being 
made at present in Israel. 


The 
Orthodox rabbinate has simply 
Overstated its case. The reasons 


for the objections have to be sought 
elsewhere. There is resentment 
that the Conservative rabbinate 
has taken fhe initiative in an area 
that the Orthodox rabbinate con- 
Sidered itself the sole authority. 
This resentment is not justified. 
The Conservative rabbinate con- 
sidered that it was time to act to 
Strengthen and preserve the 
Halacha where action was. stil] 
possible to prevent further deterio- 
ration. The Orthodox rabbinate 
were invited to co-operate, but 
refused. The Rabbinical Assembly, 


‘consisting of about seven hundred 


rabbis, and the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America, proceeded 
to adopt the new Ketuba. This 
was in consonance with Jewish 
tradition and with Halachic prin- 
ciples. Time has proved. that it 
was a move in the right direction.

This community, which 
during the last war was flourish- 
ing because of the influx of 


evacuees, now faces a serious 


crisis. In fact, only recently a 
general meeting of the members 
of the synagogue—there are 
but 40 families Jeft—was called. 
The purpose? To vote on 
whether the congregation should 
continue to exist as an 
Organised religious body. 

The result of this vote was 
“Yes, we must keep going— 
not only for the sake of our 
children but also because it 
would be tragic to dissipate our 
Jewishness and Yiddishkeit.” 

In the drawing-room of the 
home of Mr. and Mrs.. Rose, 
the synagogue’s financial repre- 
sentative and his wife, | met the 
members of the Board of 
Management. Pleasant, good- 
humoured people with a won- 
derful sense of duty towards 
the synagogue, their spirits on 
this occasion were low. They 
do not want to see the congre- 
gation fall apart. But it will, 
they feel, unless something 
drastic is done. 

Every year, for instance, the 
Synagogue funds show a deficit 
of £150. “We cannot keep on 
having this excess of expendi-

ture over income,” said one 
member of the Board. And 
because of this deficit—brought: 
about mainly by the lack of 
members and by the fact that 
£200 a year of the synagogue’s 
receipts go to the United Syna- 
gogue in. fees—this is a com- 
munity which cannot afford to 
employ a minister. 

A great deal of energy is 
expended by the Ladies’ Guild 
in raising funds for the Joint 
Palestine Appeal.. But at this 
meeting there were one or two 
members who felt that perhaps 
some of these energies should 
be directed for once to helping 
the struggling synagogue. They 
do not wish to do this at the 

“expense. of the J.P.A:, for 
everyone in .ligh ‘“Vycombe 
realises with sympathy the 
problems facing Israel. But as 
one man stated, “If we have 
no synagogue, there, will be no 
one to collect for the J.P.A.” 


* * 


There is perhaps a partial 
solution to the community's 
problems—to urge Jewish 
families living in surrounding 
districts, such as Marlow, Ayles- 
bury, Henley, and Maidenhead, 
to become members and swell 


the ranks and the coffers. 
Another suggestion——one which 
the Board of Management 


views seriously——is a deputation 
to the United Synagogue. “ They 
must help us in some way, or 
else we will cease to exist,” said 
Mr. Rose. 

Attracting Jews in the sur- 
rounding districts .s not an easy 
task, for it is difficult to ascer- 
tain where these people live. 
“We can only hope that they 
will approach us if they read 
this article,” I was told. 

It is a tragic situation that in 
a large town like High 
Wycombe—where, incidentally, 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE was 


affiliated 


published and produced during 
the war years—it is no longer 
possible to hold services either 


on Friday evenings or Shabbat 


mornings. Steps. are . being 
taken to try to remedy the 
Friday evening _problem, and 
the Board. is going all-out to 
encourage Jews in the town to 
attend .and at Jeast provide a 
minyan. It is hoped that Jewish 
Servicemen on the near-by 
American base will help in this 
connection. | 

The High Wycombe Jewish 
community, began during the 
war years and received much 
assistance spiritually... from 
Dayan M. Swift, who then 
lived in the town. The first 
service was held in a private 
house in 1940. It became an 
synagogue in 1949. 
To provide the congregation 
with a proper spiritual home, a 
former Methodist Chapel was 
converted into a synagogue. 
Today this building is still the 
synagogue, but it does not 
belong to the congregation—it 
is only rented. |

= HE old city of Acre within its 
|. Crusader walls IS at once the 


most picturesque town of 
Israel and the place where Jews 
and Arabs are mingled in more 
equal numbers than elsewhere. Of 
its 10,000 inhabitants half belong to 
either community. The Mayor is 
a Jew: 
‘Arab. Life in the famous city of 
antiquity and the Middle Ages 
keeps something of its old Arab 
rhythm, but touched with an Israeli 
dynamism, _ The shops of the 
bazaag—the Arab Suk—are shared 
by Jews and Arabs. The fishing 
boats that set out from the little 


harbour are owned and manned by 


Jews and Arabs. 

In this mixed city an effort has 
been made since the establishment 
of the State to promote a ieeling 
of. community between both

peoples. The Society of Friends (the 
Quakers) founded a Community 
Centre with the purpose of giving 
all citizens of Acre the opportunity 
to participate in informal educa- 
tion and recreation. It was planned 
in the winter of !948, when condi- 
tions in Acre were still somewhat 


confused, and ‘the Military Govern-. 


ment had to keep a strict control 
over the movement of Arabs. Then 
the Friends Service Council of 
America established a group of 
social workers to help the two com- 
munities where they could. 


In 1949 conditions became more 
stable, and it was possible to open 
the Community -Centre, which has 
flourished ever since. It had as 
director for a time an English 
Quaker ; but the American Friends 
Council have been the mainstay. 
For two years a young Jewish 
social worker England, 
engaged by the Jewish Society for 
Human Service, was attached to 
them and was a link between the 


the Deputy-Mayor an. 


Arabs, the Jewish community, and 
Jewish educational. authorities. 

[he centre has varied activities. 
and seeks to do something for 
children, for boys and girls, and for 
adults. It conducts an infant. wel- 
fare clinic with a trained nurse, an 
infant school for children each 
morning, classes, recreation groups, 
and clubs for boys and girls, and 
finally an education programme 
with films and social evenings for 
adults, The young people of the 
two communities meet for folk- 
dancing and discussions, Classes 
are arranged in Hebrew and Arabic 
and for art, dancing, and dress- 
making,. with:.Arab and Jewish 
teachers. A thousand persons of dif- 
ferent ages take fart in the activi- 
ties each ‘week’: and that isa 
genuine contribution to community 
understanding.

broad aim to bring the communi- 
ties closer together. For several 
years it organised working parties 
of Jews and Arabs who in the sum- 
mer vacation took part in some 
constructive enterprise, rebuilding 
one year a derelict Arab village, 
helping to establish in another year 


a new Jewish settlement. For some 


time, too, a couple of trained agri- 
culturists from America worked 
in an Arab village between Acre 
and Tiberias, teaching the Arabs 
to use tractors and other agricul- 
tural machines, and assisting them 
to form a co-operative society as 
the Jewish villages do, It is a sigg 
of the good relations which the 
centre has brought about that last 
spring the Quaker field-director led 
a party of seven social workers 
from Acre, four Jews and three 
Arabs, to southern Italy and 
Greece to see how new ideas 0 
community development might be 
applied in Israel.

Sir Leon restated the Achad Ha’am 
concept of a Jewish State as the 
spiritual centre of Jewry, and said that 
it was in Israel where Judaism would 
be re-established on a firm basis of 
Jewish Statehood that Jewish beliefs 
could flourish again. “It is then that 
the time will come for a normal reform 
of Judaism,” he stated. For no one 
could possibly maintain that Jews could 
go on believing ‘in all the trifling cere- 
monies and observances of the past. 
“Let us keep the essentials, but let a 
bit of fresh air into the old tradition, 
he urged 


no aura of saintliness that I could detect, 
_He is a man who has suffered much 
himself, He .was an inmate at Bergen- 
Belsen. Since his release he has taken 
upon himself the task of re-educatin 
the younger peoeceties in the spirit of 
the Torah, He has, 1 was told, about 
2,000 pupils in the United States and 
over 600 in Israel, receiving instruction 
in the various yeshivot he maintains 
with the money obtained from his fol- 
lowers and admirers, He must, | 
reasoned, have some special spiritua 
strength which drew them to him. To 
the youth, it would seem, he appeals 
on account of his great erudition. But 
his chief appeal to the older generation 


is that he is a symbol and embodiment ° 


of the past. Finding themselves in an 
alien, and often hostile, environment, 
they who, like the Rebbe himself, had 
gone through much suffering, discover 
solace and strength in the observance 
of the traditions of their ancestors. By 
his uncompromising insistence on the 
continuation of these traditions, includ- 
ing dress, and perpetuating them in utter 
disregard of the outside world, the 
Sotmarer Rebbe has become the symbol 
and champion of their faith—the faith 
of a few living on the fringe of reality, 
in an atmosphere nurtured by their own, 
vastly exaggerated, self-importance, 

It was late when the interview came 
to.an end. The bells of St. Paul’s 
struck midnight as I passed on the way 
home. My mind went back to the pre- 
war days, when some rabbis in Germany 
and a few Chassidic leaders in Poland 
opposed Zionism with almost pathologi- 
cal fanaticism. Among the latter was 
also the famous Rabbi of Ger, who 
later found refuge in Israel. Who knows 
how many thousands of Jews, including 
perhaps also some of his followers, might 
have been, saved had ‘they not. been 
misled by the Tsadik’s misguided anhti- 
Zionist political philosophy,

Patience, concentration, and 
great old saying of Confucius, “don't 
hurry,” are the hallmarks of good 
batsmanship. There is a world of 
difference between “slogging,” which 
is pure luck and no judgment, and 
great hitting, of which the mighty 
Jessop, of Gloucestershire, Jim Smith 
of Middlesex, and A. W. Wellard, o 
Somerset, were great exponents. 
Great batsmen of the calibre of 
Peter cre Tha Surrey, Willie Watson, 
of Yorkshire and Leicestershire, Sir 
Leonard Hutton, of Yorkshire, and 
Dennis Compton, of Middlesex, are 
rarely hurried. They “get their eye 
in” first, take the measure of the 
bowlers and of ground conditions 
and then n up with a feast of 
majestic a raceful strokes.

SEASONABLE FARE 


Cold Borsht 


Wasu, peel, and grate 1 lb. beets. 
Put in a saucepan with 2 pts. of water, 
season with salt and pepper, and cook 
till tender. Add sufficient lemon juice 
and sugar to give a. distinct sweet-sour 
taste, and cool slightly, then. gradually 
pour on to a lightly beaten egg and 
leave till cold. Serve iced if possible, 
garnished with sliced hard-boiled egg, 
or diced fresh cucumber or sour cream. 


Fruit Soups 


Tuese can be made from any kind 
of ripe fruit, such as raspberries, red- 
currants, loganberries, gooseberries, 
cherries, etc. The fruit can be boiled 
in water or clear vegetable stock. Allow 
1 Ib. of fruit to 1 qt. of liquid. Boil 
until the fruit is soft, then rub through 
a sieve. Return to the saucepan, thicken 
with a little arrowroot, fine sago, or 
cornflour, sweeten and season to taste. 
A little cooking sherry or a pinch of 
cinnamon can be added. Serve iced 
cold garnished with whole fruit and 
accompanied with plain biscuits 
rusks. |

tea in the usual way. allowing 3 tea- 
spoonfuls of tea to 1 pt. of boiling 


water, infuse for 5 minutes then strain. 


Sweeten with sugar syrup and flavour 
with fruit juice. For the sugar syrup 
ur 4 pt. of water over 6 ozs. sugar, 
ring to the boil and simmer for 2 or 3 
minutes. 
Add 1 or 2 tablespoonfuls of sugar 
syrup to 1 pt. of tea, 1 tablespoonful 
mon juice, and any fruit juice 
available. Left-over juice from any 
kind of stewed or tinned fruit can be 
Ginger beer, ginger ale, or cider are 
all excellent mixed with an equal 
of tea, poured over ice, 
voured with lemon juice, and 
sweetened to taste.

Chief Rabbi’s Request 
For Aid 
Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


To meet the critical position facing 
the Central Council for Jewish Reli- 
gious Education the Chief Rabbi has 
asked the Jewish Memorial Council 
to consider increasing its grant. 

Dr. Brodie made this request at the 
annual meeting of the Memorial Coun- 
cil at Woburn House, London, last 
week, when it was reported by Rabbi 
Dr. S. Goldman, on behalf of the Cen- 
tral Council, that mainly due to the 
provincial communities’ failure to meet 
their financial quotas the Central Coun- 
cil’s future was in the balance. 

The President of the Memorial Coun- 
cil, the Hon. Ewen E. S$, Montagu, Q.C., 
who was in the chair, steered through 
a 22-iiem agenda in well under one 
hour. 

The report of the Memorial Council's 
Finance Committee, presented: by Mr. 
Felix Levy, a Joint, Treasurer, showed 
that improvement in the investment 
income had again been maintained and 


- that the Synagogue Provident and Pen- 


sions Fund continued to make satisfac- 
tory progress. There was a surplus of 
£268. 

Religion classes and services have been 
established in 13 public schools through- 
out the country and are attended by 131 
pupils, the highest: number since the 
establishment of. the classes. Reporting 
on this aspect of the Council's work 
Mr. A. I. Polack said that they had at 
last “invaded Eton and. had estab- 
lished a class there. | 

In the Executive Committee’s report on 
the Jewish Museum and Central Library 
tribute was paid to the late Mr. Wilfred 
Samuel, a founder of the museum. The 
Museum Committee are planning to 
launch an appeal for a Wilfred Samuel 
Memorial Fund, the proceeds of. which 


will be utilised to expand and maintain. 


the collection. _Mr. Sol Cohen expressed 
the Council's thanks to the United Syna- 
gogue for making it possible for the 
Museum to continue in. existence. 

The Central Office Board, under the

Iwo myths surround every great 
man—the myth that is made of him 
and the myth that he makes of him- 
self. Is Ben-Gurion a philosopher- 
shepherd, a modern Moses, a Zionist 
Committee-man, a Jew with a 
Messianic complex, or a little man 
from Plonsk involved in. big events? 
Mr. Robert fi. John, an American 
journalist, in this admirably vivid 
and anecdotal life of Ben-Gurion, 
has separated the myths from, the 
reality and left us with the portrait, 
cut down to life-size, of one who 
remains for all that—a hero. 

It is the characteristic of greatness, 
with the statesman as with’ the artist, 
to. be obsessive. Ben-Gurion’s 
obstinacy was incomprehensible to 
Bevin who was accustomed in Trade 
Union practice to compromise, 


Single-Minded 
When I was in Palestine in 1946, a 


senior British official, echoing the 
Foreign Office view, described Ben- 


Gurion to me as “sincere—but © 
mad.” In fact, of course, Ben-. 
Gurion, although utterly single- 


minded in his purpose of establishing 
a Jewish State, proved himself a 
flexible tactician. 
but he imitated British institutions. 
He insisted during the first Arab War 
on a costly attack, in the face of 
military advice, on Latrun. But. he 
called off the war 
threatened to withdraw recognition, 
All in all, Ben-Gurion’s madness on 
Israel’s behalf has been of the divine 
quality which knows when to stop. 

Throughout this biography, Mr. 
St. John stresses. Ben-Gurion’s faith 
in miracles, though since the Israeli 
Prime Minister -is unorthodox in the 
tenets of his faith, one must assume 
that his belief in Jewish destiny has 
a mystical, if not superstitious, 
quality. In war, as Napoleon 
pointed. out,. morale can be worth 
more than battalions.» It was some- 
thing which Bevin was to learn after 
his ignoble challenge to the ailing, 
half-blind Weizmann, “If you want 
a fight, you can have one.”

Gurion said, have a habit of laying 
wreaths on the graves of their perse- 
cutors. Mr, St. John recalls the 
malice of the withdrawal from 
Palestine. No records, no apparatus 
of Government, no telegraphic com- 
munications, nothing was left to the 
new State—and all this under the 
guise of a scrupulous neutrality. 
There were, indeed, many cases of 
local commanders showing sympathy 
with the Jewish community who, 
according to the Foreign Office and 
War ce forecasters, were due to 
be pushed into the sea by the Arabs. 
It didn’t happen. Bevin staked his 


political reputation on successfully 


solving the Palestine problem, but, 
after failing, conveniently forgot his 
promise. When he died, there is 
little doubt that the Ben- 
Gurion was written on his heart. 
Mr. St. John has brilliantly per- 
formed the difficult task of writing 
the friendly biography of a politician 
still happily with us. He presents a

and autocratic, accessible yet aloof, 
small. of stature, heroic of propor- 
tions, a father and a comrade of his 
people.

A GREAT RABBI 
By the Rev. Dr. JAMES PARKES 


The Last Pharisee. The Life and 
Times of Joshua ben Hananyah, a 
First-Century Idealist. By Josnua 
Popro, Foreword by RoBert GRAVES. 
Vallentine, Mitchell. 16s. 


The famous partnership is here 
again—though the book itself is from 
the pen of Joshua Podro alone—and 
the same kind of difficulties arise: 
how much can one rely on the author 
when one cannot check the source ? 
Mr. Podro, for example, justifies a 
rather unusual interpretation of the 
very troubled and puzzling years at 
the begnning of the second century 
by adducing an “aimost contem- 

rary” remark in the “Life of 

adrian,” by Aelius Spartianus, How 
many people would know that 
Hadrian died in 138 C.£. and that 
Spartianus was writing during the 
reign of Diocletian (284-305 c.£.)? 
There may be other grounds for 
trusting him, but not that of his 
being “almost contemporary” with 
the events he describes. 

This life of Joshua ben Hananyah 
is the third full-length biography in 
English which we have had of the 
Tannaitic leaders. Mr, Podro men- 
tions the brilliant life of Akiba by 
Dr. Finkelstein, but that of Eliezer. 
the Great by Ben Zion Bokser 
Pharisaic Judaism in Transition ’’) 
is not referred to in the Bibliography. 
The comparison is not very fair to 


him, but much may be due to the 
fact that he was writing a much 


shorter book than that of his literary 
colleagues. The result is, however, 
that the picture, both of the history 
of the times and of the teachings of 
Rabbi Joshua, becomes somewhat 
muddled, and it is never clear why 
the author has chosen to call Joshua 
the “Last of the Pharisees.” If this 
title is to be created, did not Akiba 
outlive Joshua by a little? But in 
any case the main interest of Joshua 
is not that he was the /Jast of any- 
thing, but that he was one of the 
greatest leaders of a generation which 
had to look to the future. 


Noble Personality 


The success of the book is. the 
moving picture of ‘the noble and 
venerable -rabbi which. Mr. Podro 
conveys. With that there need be 
no: disagreement. Joshua ben Hanan- 
yah was supremely the type which 


: could emerge only after centuries of 


the teaching of Torah had prepared 
the way, a type impossible among 
the contemporary religious (philo- 
sophical) or political leaders of other 
nations. He was a. brilliant intel- 
lectual and a profound spiritual per- 


sonality, and his combination of 
scholarship and. moral insight, cf 
humility and leadership,. is brought 
out by the many quotations from 


actual sayings or incidents’ with 
which the pages. of the book are 
filled. Like his great contemporary, 
Akiba, he was-born in poverty and 


of humble ‘origin (he was a Levite), 


and: all. his life he worked for his 
living the onerous. trade of nail 
(or needle) maker, Yet he conversed 
with emperors and won their respect, 
and he led his people through many 
traubled and dangerous decades. His 
last journey to. Hadrian, when he 


was nearly ninety, failed, his 


octogenarian colleague, Akiba, 
deserted him for the war party. He 
died with his people falling in a last 
hopeless rebellion Against Rome. But 
it was teachings such as his, and not 
those of the war party, which pre- 
vailed—and led Akiba himself back 
into the fold for his martyrdom— 
and so secured the survival of Jewry 
and of Judaism during the many 
centuries to come. For the picture 
of all this we can be truly grateful 
to Mr. Podro,

OTTAWA 

In its report to the Canadian House 
of Commons the Agricultural Com- 
mittee has said that shechita is con- 
sidered to be one of the humane 
methods of slaughtering. But it con- 
siders shackling and hoisting—one of 
the methods used in handling the 
animal before shechita—“ inhumane.” 
_ The Committee recommends the adop- 
tion of its report as part of the 
regulations under the Canadian Meat 
Inspection Act, An amendment proposed 
by Mr. Leon Crestohl, a Jewish M-P., 
that there should be study of alternative 
procedures by which the animal could be 
prehandled by humane means, was 
defeated. 

If the Government adopts the report 


of the Committee it is expected that the _ 


price of kosher meat will go up, because 
the slaughter-houses will have to use 
more expensive methods of killing,

VISIT TO RUSSIA 
“NOT OPPORTUNE”

The Soviet Ministry of Culture, it 
is now learned, has again refused to 
give permission for the Yiddish State 
Theatre in Poland to visit the Soviet 
Union. 

A petition to be given the opportunity 
of entertaining the Jews in the Soviet 
Union, who have for many years been 
deprived of a Jewish theatre, was sent 
on behalf of the Warsaw State Theatre 
by Miss Ida Kaminska, the leading 
actress and also the director of the 
Theatre. According to reports, Miss 
Kaminska had the support of the 
Polish authorities, especially the Minister 
of Culture, who was anxious for the 
visit to succeed. 

The Soviet authorities were originally 
reported to be favourably inclined 
towards the visit, but later a Yeply from 
Moscow indicated that the time for such 
a visit “is not opportune.”

BONES VISIBLE IN 
MASS GRAVE 


Russian Apathy 


Following reports by the American. 


Jewish Congress of discrimination 
with regard to synagogues and Jewish 
cemeteries in the Soviet Union, it 
was learned here that the Russians 
have refused to permit a fence to be 
erected round a huge mass grave in 
which are the remains of 10,000 Jews 
killed by the Germans. 

Conditions at the site are such that 
bones can be seen protruding through 
the earth, and local peasants digging 
in the area have found gold teeth. 
The mass grave jis situated in 
the former Poljsh township—now 
Ukrainian township—of Krzemienicc. 

Jews were thrown into a huge hole 
and their bodies covered with some 
earth. The rains have washed the earth 
away and the remains of the victims 
have been scattered. Local Jews 


‘requested permission to erect a fence 


and a monument, if necessary from 
their own funds, but the local Soviet 
authorities gave evasive replies.—

BITTER POLISH PROTEST.

The Social and Cultural Union of 
Jews in Poland has issued an official 
‘protest against the Israeli sale of 
arms to Western Germany. In a 
long resolution denouncing the deal, 
the Executive of the Union declares 
that the deal is a shameful act 
“ defiling the memory of the martyrs 
and ghetto fighters.” 

The resolution calls on all Jews in 
Poland and also on others abroad to 
organise special “ protest meetings” in 
order to give expression to the “ sorrow 
and anger” felt by the decision of the 
* Ben-Gurion Government which is 
bound to stain the name of the Jews 
in the eyes of the outside world.” 
“Let us make our protest heard every- 
where against a deal with Nazi Jew- 
murderers whose hands are still stained 
with Jewish blood. Let us remain true 
to the heritage of our heroes and 
martyrs of the Warsaw Ghetto, who 
called on us ‘never to forget, never to
